To get ready for this challenging 4-5 day offshore 
race requires a tremendous amount of planning. Having 
enough food and water for your crew is the least of it. 
Safety precautions include conforming to ISAF (formerly 
the Offshore Racing Council) Category 1 Special Regula- 
tions. This category designation is for ''races of long 
distance and well offshore, where yachts must be com- 
pletely self-sufficient for extended periods of time, 
capable of withstanding heavy storms and prepared to 
meet serious emergencies without the expectation of 
outside assistance.'' The regulations cover everything 
from personal safety equipment for the crew to life rafts. 

To participate in this race, each boat must be 
inspected in the spring before the race by a Race Inspec- 
tor. Before the yacht is allowed in the race, it must pass 
this long safety checklist. The Race Organizers have 
arranged for a special Medical Program which provides 
each boat with a medical manual, first aid instructions 
and the ability to have radio contact with Doctors at 
George Washington University Medical Center should a

evening had been postponed. The CBB called and indi- 
cated they would prefer to wait to meet with the board, 
since there is still a lot going on with cleanup efforts. The 
meeting is now slated for the Tuesday, August 5 
Selectmen's meeting. 

The board next unanimously voted to allow 
Chairman Jeffrey to sign the Marion Homes Local Initia- 
tive Agreement on their behalf as approved at the recent 
Annual Town Meeting. 

In other matters, the board received letters from 
Marie Dovale and Robert LaCrosse requesting exemptions 
and / or exceptions to the watering ban which has been 
instituted in town from June 15 through September 15. 
According to Ms. Enroth-Whitlock, there have been about 
15 other calls to the Water Department from people who 
are upset with the ban, seeking exemptions so they can 
cultivate newly-planted lawns. Even though notice of the 
water ban was sent out well in advance, many didn't heed 
the warning. 

'T did mention (to one caller) that we sent out the 
notice early, and he said he didn't think the town would 
be so rigid," Ms. Enroth-Whitlock said. 

''When we instituted the water ban, we said there 
would be no exceptions," Selectman Pierce said. "I believe 
we shouldn't be straying from that." 

"I think the Water Commission made a valid 
argument that we're looking for conservation here ... and 
the by-law is very specific," Chairman Jeffrey agreed. 

But Selectman Bryant seemed to think leniency 
should be given during these beginning weeks, especially 
since the water ban was begun earlier than in previous 
years. 

"If somebody just put in a brand new lawn and 
spent $1,000 and they got an extension until the end of 
June ... what's the harm?" Selectman Bryant said. "I'd hate 
to see them lose it."

The board also reviewed copies of two letters to 
be sent to Maureen Sperry, President of the Rochester 
Land Trust, advising of property located on County Road 
which is owned by A.D. Makepeace and is being offered 
for sale. The Land Trust has 120 days to respond as to 
whether they would be interested in the parcels in ques- 
tion.

In a 
letter from Attorney Daniel Perry, he noted the following 
key points: 

• Monitoring and Reporting - Mr. Francis can 
and should demand compliance with that section. How- 
ever, only the Board of Appeals has authority to require

the payment of money from ICE for review of such report, 
and it must do so by adopting a regulation, which it has 
not to date. 

• Landscape Buffer for Security Fence - Section 
6.q. of the Agreement for Judgment requires ''additional 
planting on the site to provide screening of the tower and 
equipment building.'' If ICE has not yet complied with 
either of these standards, it is appopriate for Mr. Francis 
to demand further plantings. 

• Flush Mounted Antennae - The town lacks 
power to enforce any requirements of the Natural Historic 
Preservation Act. It is unclear to (Attorney Perry) ... 
whether installation of flush mounted antennae was 
simply a recommendation, or whether ICE actually 
agreed to incorporate that design feature. 

Mr. Francis said he discussed all these matters 
with Ms. Adams and Ms. Gauthier when they first 
approached him and they were concerned not only about 
the aesthetics of the structure, but also the potential health 
hazards from prolonged exposure to radio frequencies 
and potential noise from the cell tower. "As of this time, 
there are two antennas on top and there's one bar down 
which is going to be activated — which is AT&T," Mr. 
Francis said. "But the permit is for all the equipment also. 
There are no other transmitters in that building." 

Mr. Francis said the only antennas on the tower 
which are currently powered and in use at the ones being 
used by the town's Emergency Medical Services (EMS), 
Fire and Highway Departments. "It would be foolish, in 
my opinion, to do an RF test until all the antennas are on," 
Mr. Francis said. "If you wanted to do it now, the town 
would have to foot the bill and it would cost about 
$1,500." 

As for the aesthetics, Mr. Francis said they are still 
doing some last-minute grading work at the site. "Right

now they're still working on some gradings and plantings 
... part of the agreement was that they put up a 10-foot 
fence/' he said. "We have a 10-foot screen of solid wood. 
The edge of the tower is right on the bottom, it's in a 
ditch. The Conservation Commission has signed off on it, 
they were completed satisfied. There's no room to put 
plantings (in) without filling in the bog, which you can't 
do." 

Regarding the concern over noise, Mr. Francis 
said he sat near the tower in his car and "the only thing I 
could hear was people cutting grass on Bowen's Lane," he 
said. "The dominant noise sources are insects, traffic and 
natural sounds. The sound levels are way below (normal 
thresholds)."

Mr. Francis felt he had answered Ms. Adams' and 
Ms. Gauthier's concerns, but they weren't satisfied with 
his answers and, therefore, sought another opinion from 
the Board of Selectmen. He felt slighted that he only 
learned of this by reading it in the newspaper. 'In the 
future, I would rather someone come to me," Mr. Francis 
said. "I did put this in writing (to them). I wanted to let 
you know that I took the bull by the horns." 

"They were not satisfied with your response, and 
they sent a letter, addressed to the Board of Selectmen," 
Mr. Huntoon explained. "I then forwarded it to Town 
Counsel. They were not satisfied with the administrative 
appeal they made to you ... so what am I supposed to 
do?"

Hollywood Homicide. Starring Harrison Ford and Josh 
Hartnett. Running time: 111 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

Hollywood Homicide looks dangerously close to the sort of 
high-concept ''levity'' that Sylvester Stallone engaged in — re- 
member Oscar and Stop Or My Mom Will Shoot, or have you sup- 
pressed the memories? — when he figured out that nobody much 
wanted him as an action hero any more. Harrison Ford has been 
altogether too grim in recent years (in his flop K-19 he went so 
far as to adopt a Russian accent), so the movie feels like penance, 
his way of showing the suits that he can still crack a smile and 
goof around. I never thought I'd see the day when Kurt Russell 
(who certainly deserved it) got the lead in a serious Ron Shelton 
movie {Dark Blue, from earlier this year) and Ford starred in a 
Ron Shelton comedy, but there he is. 

Shelton, who wrote the script with Robert Souza, seems to 
approach the movie as Dark Blue Lite. Once again we have a 
grizzled California detective (Ford) paired off with a rookie (Josh 
Hartnett here); once again the theme of cop fathers and cop sons 
is explored. I can't say why Shelton has temporarily (one hopes) 
abandoned the genre he has all to himself — the intelligent mi- 
nor-league-sports movie {Bull Durham, White Men Can't Jump, Tin 
Cup) — in favor of cop films, but what works in Dark Blue also 
works in Hollywood Homicide. Shelton knows how weary men 
talk to each other, and he knows the importance of sharp women 
in their lives. The unstable camaraderie of cops, for Shelton, is 
not so different from the bond between athletes. 

Still, this is going to go down as one of the lesser films in the 
portfolios of Shelton, Ford, and most everyone else involved. The 
mystery of what possessed Shelton to cast Lou Diamond Phillips 
as a undercover cop posing as a hooker named Wanda is eclipsed 
only by the mystery of what possessed Phillips to take the role 
(maybe he's doing penance). Smart beauties like Lena Olin (as 
Ford's psychic-hotline girlfriend, whose precog skills come in 
handy) and Shelton regular Lolita Davidovich aren't given much 
to work with; this is a jostling boys'-room comedy, wherein odd 
couple Ford and Hartnett try to solve a hip-hop murder while 




deflecting the best efforts of skunky Internal Affairs honcho Bruce 
Greenwood (who's going to become the next William Atherton 
if he isn't careful) to boot Ford off the force. 

Only in a movie are cop partners so ostentatiously different 
from each other. It goes beyond a generation gap: Ford's a no- 
nonsense, steak-and-beer guy who brokers real-estate deals on 
the side; Hartnett watches his diet and has his own sideline as a 
yoga instructor and aspiring actor. As an only-in-Hollywood 
portrait of detectives, this sort of makes sense, but there's little 
evidence of any mutual respect or affection between the two. Ford 
interacts better with pros like Keith David as a fellow cop or 
Martin Landau as a music producer who worked with some of 
the Motown greats Ford loves (the best bit in the movie is when 
Ford gets home from his two jobs and sways to "Tracks of My 
Tears"). 

Hollywood Homicide uses its milieu for some amusing cam- 
eos (look, there's Frank Sinatra Jr. as a lawyer! Hey, that's a Monty 
Python alumnus getting busted for solicitation!), and there's some 
perverse pleasure in seeing Ford, Landau, and hip-hop artist Mas- 
ter P sharing the same table. The movie is harmless and some- 
times funny (I laughed out loud at Hartnett' s crash course in 
Zen delivered to a couple of dismayed kids), with dialogue 
sharper than that of the average American comedy, but it de- 
volves into the expected car chase and shoot-outs, and feels more 
than anything like the pilot episode of a mid-season hour-long 
comedy-drama on CBS. As for Harrison Ford, maybe it's time 
for him to cut to the chase and do something small like Stallone's 
Cop Land. It might not work for him, as it didn't really work for 
Stallone (who fell back into action cheese), but at least it would 
nudge him out of the rut he's been in for about fifteen years now.

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Rocky Raccoon

Picture a cute and cuddly baby raccoon — let's call 
him "Rocky" — searching in vain for its mother. Per- 
haps she's gone off in search of food or to tend to an- 
other of her offspring. 

Along comes Joe Feelgood, an errant and oblivious 
human who thinks the unattended furry friend, so small 
he fits in the palm of his hand, would make a fine pet. 
He scoops up Rocky and nudges him into a cage which 
he has set up in his backyard. 

Although Rocky enjoys the food and water he's pro- 
vided, his natural instinct is to reunite with his mother, 
so he howls well into the night, disturbing Joe's hard- 
working neighbors. When one of those neighbors makes 
a call to the town's Animal Control Officer, she's now 
obligated to confiscate the wild animal and immedi- 
ately send it to be tested for rabies since it's been 
handled by a human being. Early detection is critical if 
there's even the slightest chance the animal has been 
infected with rabies. 

The small, innocent Rocky — who just a day earlier 
was enjoying the freedom of the forest under the able 
care of his mother — doesn't like these new, strange 
people with white lab coats. They inject him with a le- 
thal substance and cut off his tiny head — the only way 
to positively determine if he is rabid. 

For Mattapoisett Animal Control Officer (ACO) 
Kathleen Massey, this all-too-familiar scenario is one 
of the most upsetting and difficult parts of her job. Re- 
cently, she had to have three such baby raccoons 
euthanized for just this reason. Someone in town though 
the cute creatures should be taken to his Mattapoisett 
home. Well, not only is keeping such wild animals as 
pets illegal in Massachusetts, it's also dangerous to both 
the animals and the humans opting for a free furry 
friend. 

"They're wild animals and people should think," 
Ms. Massey said. "I like squirrels, I think they're cute, 
too. But if you care, leave them there," she said, refer- 
encing the catch-phrase emblazoned across pamphlets 
issued by the Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and 
Wildlife. 




"It's like the prairie 
dogs," Ms. Massey said, re- 
ferring to another breed of 
wild animal which has been 
suspected of causing a recent 
outbreak of Monkeypox in 
the midwest. "Prairie dogs 
belong out on the prairie." 

Ms. Massey can't empha- 
size enough how dangerous 
and serious such a matter can 
become. Wild animals in the 
tri-town area such as rac- 
coons, squirrels, rabbits, even baby foxes are often al- 
luring to animal-lovers, but they should never be kept 
as pets and never, ever removed from their natural habi- 
tat — unless they're injured or in danger. And even then, 
people are strongly advised to contact the ACO first. 

What's frustrating to Ms. Massey is that this has 
become an unnecessary and easy-to-avoid trend of late. 
The people think they're helping the animals by taking 
them in, but they're not. 

"I have no choice, it's a saliva thing," Ms. Massey 
said, explaining how the rabies virus is transmitted. 
"I'm sure (the people who handled them) got saliva on 
their hands — how could they not? If you handle these 
little raccoons, they get saliva on each other ... it will 
get on you." 

What's worse is Ms. Massey has had to personally 
witness the senseless killing of the innocent animals on 
two recent occasions. "You get these visuals that won't 
go away," she said. "I wish there was some other way 
we could do this, but you can't." 

I'm sure little Rocky would have preferred to be 
left alone in the woods, too, head intact. 

"Leave them alone," Ms. Massey reiterated. "They 
are wild animals. And if you suspect rabies, call 508- 
758-4141." 

Simply put, the moral of our little Rocky Raccoon 
tale is: a wild animal doesn't have to lose its head if humans 
can just keep theirs.

Project GROW Enrollment 

Applications for enrollment in Project GROW, the 
public school integrated preschool program, have been 
mailed to all age-eligible children in Marion, Mattapoisett 
and Rochester according to databases in the Early Child- 
hood Office. The school district has decided to move 
forward with the application process based on encourag- 
ing signs for funding from the Department of Education 
and both the House and Senate versions of the state 
budget. However, the final outcome will be contingent 
upon actual state funding. 

Due to the current fiscal crisis and uncertainty 
about funding, tuition will be charged for the first time in 
the program's history. The level of tuition will be propor- 
tional to the level of support through grants. In the best- 
case scenario, tuition of $5 per day would be charged. If 
all previous early childhood grant funding disappeared, 
the tuition would be $20 per day. Additionally, if grant 
funding allows, tuition assistance may be available to 
families who meet the criteria.
